YOU may remember at Fulham in the 


Auto Windscreen Shield match we saw 


a goal awarded against us after the ball 
had been crossed from out of play. The 
referees assistant did not see it. 

This: coincided with an article in the 
press by Bob Wilson, who argued that 
refereeing in this country is going back- 
wards. It included some excellent items, 

articularly in the areas of creating pro- 
essional referees who will get together 
to ensure consistency, meet and train 
with the footballers so that they. know 
where they are. He then went on to sug- 
pest that referees need help using tech 
nology with the positioning of cameras 
around the ground to help with deci- 
sions as they do in cricket and rugby 
league for example. 
ell with his TY background he 
would wouldn't he? These cameras 
would be used to rule on line decisions, 
offside and other rulings, They should 
be manned by another referee sitting in 
the stand who would give decisions. So 
far so good and after Fulham, who in 
Wycombe would disagree with. this 
principle? 

Bob of course then completely goes 
aver the OE by suggesting that 20 cam- 
§ would need to be sited perma- 
nently around the pitch at every ground 
in the country together withthe installa- 
ton of all the cabling for the record and 


playback technology. .Of course, he 
quite forgets to say who will pay for this. 

A further problem is that soccer is or 
should be a flowing game and not-sub- 
jected to amy more interruptions. When 
the cameras are used in cricket the ball 
is dead and they are used in rugby 
league to decide whether a try has-been 
scored, again when the ball has gone 
dead. 

Maybe the answer is that a few cam- 
eras are installed on an experimental 
basis at selected nds to be used in 
situations where the ball has pone dead, 
ie did the ball cross the line? or was the 
foul in or outside the penalty area? 

Anything that can help referees is 
welcome, but it needs very careful 
thoughts first,
